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Mr. Robe’s Narrative continued. 


ET without pretending further to account for th: 
Variety; The Faé? is certain that thefe Comvittion: 
however diverfified, have in many now happily iflued 

in true Repentance towards Gop, and Faith towards our 
Lorp JesusCurist. And now they have many of them 
attained toReft andConfolation to their wounded and afflicted 
Souls. And the Method of attaining to this is every way 
agreeable to the Account that is given hereof in thg holy 
Scriptures ; tows, By the humbled and convinc'd Sinner’s 
receiving Curist in all hisOffices and refting on him alone 
for Salvation. 

And the Evidences they were able to give of this, are the 
moft fatisfying ; to wit, anunfeigned godly Sorrow for thei: 
Sins, as Ingratitude and difhonourable to Gop, piercing to 
the dear Son, and grieving tothe Hoy Srinir. ‘That 
how they felt an ardent Love toCurist in their Souls, a 
Delight in him, as Kine to fubdue their Enmity and Cor- 
ruption, and reign over them, aswellasa /digh Prie/f to free 
them from Wrath and Condemnation. Now Sin was the: 
Averfion and Horror ; and to be holy and ferve Gop thei 
Delight and Endeavour, thro’ the Affitance of bis Hors 
Spirit. Now, they had the Experience of Love to the 
Neighbours, toall Men. And many of them fpoke of a 
Willingnef., if Duty call’d to it, to lay down then A ives fur 
Curist, and to promote the Good of their Brethre: 

And how edi ‘ying and inftruAting at the fame Time was it. 
to obferve the Humility and Reverenct. the Teachablene/s ana 
Defire of Infiruftion with which thele People fpoke on a! 
Occafionss Sometimes meltedin Tears when they though 
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322 Attefations to the Work of GOD 


on what once they were, and were telling what now Gop 
had done for their Souls. How ravifhing and delightful to 
hear foine of thefe happy Perfons fpeak forth the Praifes of 
redeeming Love, and the dftinguifhing Mercy of Gop to 
them. ‘Their Tongues like the Pen of a ready Writer, when 
they [poke concerning the KinG. Speaking in an elevated and 
exalted Strain their Admiration and Gratitude : the Senfe of 
divine Love filling them with fuch Joy un/pzakable and full of 
Glory, as we faw, was like to overpower and overwhelm 
their frail Natures ; making them exprefs a Defire to depart, 
if it was the Will of Gon, and join the Company of the Re- 
deemed in finging Salvation toGop and the LAMB after the 
Manner of Heaven. 

Surely Gop was in yonder Place, and it feemed to be no 
other than the Houfe of Gon, and the Gate ef Heaven. Many 
I doubt not can fay fo from their fweet Experience. How 
greatly are you Sir and your Brethren around you, indebted 
to the free Grace of Gop, that has made you the happy In- 
ftruments of fuch a bleffed Change. Oh Jet us ftill have 
your Prayers that thefe divine Influences may reach us, and 
all the Corners of the Land. I fhall only add, That furely 
Mockers and Gainfayers of this Work are to be pitied. What 
a mournful Confideration is it, that fo many of our feceeding 
Brethren (good Men it is to be hoped in theMain) fhould yet 
be found joining the Company of the Profane, in reproach- 
ing thefe Goings of our Gop in bis Sanfuary. May the Lord 
in Mercy open their Eyes, and fhew them their Miftakes ; 
and lay a Reftraint on their Tongues, which fome of them 
have opened in fo daring aManner. May the Lorn endow 
them with His Spirit, and particularly with thefe his 
Fruits in Righteoufnefs, Humility and Love, that thine fo 
bright in the Perfons they have fo oddly mifreprefented. This 
would be a happy Mean yet of healing the Breach, wide as it 
is, and uniting us together in the Spirit in the Bond of Peace. 
This is eafy for Gop. Has he not done greater Things than 
thefe even among you? Let us not give over praying for 
fuch a defirable Event. Efpecially let us continue to pray to 
Gon, and give him no refé till he eftablifh and make Jerufalem 
a Pratfe in the whole Earth. lam

Rev. and very dear Sir, 

Ace to my Promife at parting,this ferves to acquaint 
you, that in theLor p’s Goodnets I reach’d this Place in 
Safety ; but much fooner than | expected to have done,when 
[left it, which you know was owing to my Rev. Brother 
Mr. Biair’s Indifpofition, which made it necefiary for him 

and me alfo on his Account to get home as foon as p othble. 
Not only my own Inclination, but fome things alfo in Pro- 
vidence in this City, and the Dudires of many of the Inhabi- 
tants here obliged me to undertake a ‘Journey to your Country 
at na very agreable Time ef the Year. 1 went that I might 
witnels for mytelf, as the Loro fhould give me Accels, and 
declare to others what he is now carrying on among your 
People, and in other Congregations in your Neighb urhood. 
While I was with you, I had the Pleafure not “only of the 
mott particular Accounts from yourfelf of this great Work, 
but /poke alja with a good many of your People. Some of 
them, I muit own, gave fuch pleafant Accounts both of 
their Diftreties, and Deliverance from them, as fully fatished 
me, and [ believe would do fo to any elfe, that the Lorp 
has done great Things for them whereof they were glad, and had 
juft Caufe to be to. Their Accounts they gave with fo 
much Thankfulnefs and Humility, asleftno Room with me 
to queftion their Sincerity. They feem’d to be waiting in 
the “Foy of the Lorp,and in the Comforts of th oy Guost . 
civing all theGlory to his greatName,& freeGrace,to whom 
alone i it was due ; and (to ufe the Words of one of them as 
near as | can) their only Ground of Doubt was, Jf they could 
believe, that the high and lofty One would floop fo low - tore- 
gard Pevfons of fo worthle/s and fa vile as they fiill jaw them- 
jclues tobe. Others of them are ftill in Diftrefs, and refufed 
to be comforted, fo far from faatching at thefe too foon. It 
caye mea particular Satisfaction, to obferve that neither you 
nor they laid any Manner of Strefs on thofe Impreffions which 
their inward Joys or Griefs had made on their Bodies: You 
both agreed(and I think moft juftly)in aferibing thefe to their 
— Conftitutions ; in which you effectual! ly put to Silence 
ofe who would reproach this ¢ great Work, with being of a

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mixars. Every one knows the ufual Effects of Grief or Foy, 
on the Bodies of thofe who have thefe in any uncommon De- 
gree. lam myfelf, fince I left you, as well as betore, in- 
formed of a good many Inftances this Way ; which would 
do much were they known, to prevent a good many o/ thofe 
Reproaches which are thrown on this great Work because of 
thefe. But then, I doubt not in the leaft, but Saran will 
be ready enough to catch all Opportunities ‘from thefe ; ard 
therefore fhall not queftion but you will be on your Warca 
both to guard againft and deteét Impoftures, as well as to be 
careful to encourage thofe who are truly by Grace reached 
and awakened.---- Where thefe bodily Diftrefies do not pro- 
ceed from a juft Senfe of Sin, and its awful Confequences, 

and Gop-difhonouring Nature, or’ from juft and {criptural 
Difcoveries of the great REDEEMER in his Fulnefs and 
Glory ; I would be apt to fufpe&t them myfelf, and to do 
what I could to’ difcourage them with the People, and fo ] 
am perfuaded will you. If any Thing unufual fhould happen 
to Perfons in thefe bodily Diftrefies ; (which 1 hope will in 
Mercy be prevented) thet can be no Objection, to any who 
think jutt y> againft what may be really the Lorp’s Work 
with others. Satan’s Intereft has in your Country I hope by 
Gr.ce got a great Stroke, and pure and undefiled Religion 
is advancing ; and no Doubt the Malice of that Deceiver, 
who is {kilful to deftroy, will be at Work, and Minifters 
cannot be enough on their Guard ; and as you are not igno- 
rant of his Devices, fo I doubt not but your Guard againtt, 

and Care to dete& them will be accordingly. 

I fhall be fond to know,in Return to this, how Matters go 
with you,and in your Neighbourhood, and to hear of ourRE- 
DEEMER’s growing V ictories. I return my hearty Thanks 
to yourfelf and Mrs. ” Robe, for vour Kindnefs while I ftayed at 
yourHoufe ; and afiure you,that with my beftWithes to you,

Reverend Sir, 

1% Anfwer to your Demand, I fend you an Account of my 
plainSentiments upon the/Voré that has appear’d in Kil/yth 

and the Bounds around for fome Months paft ;_ which, after 

many Trials and Converfes, I have had with thofe awakened 

Perfons, I can’t but confider as a great and glorious Appear- 

ance of Gop in his San&luary, and look on thofe Places as a 

Field which the Lorn has bleffed, and plentifully rain’d down 

divine Influences upon: Which charitable Judgment I have 

form’d upon many Inffances, fome of which I fhall run over, 
fo far asI can recollect them at the Time. 

The mo/# Part of thofe Perfons have appear’d in great Dif- 
trefs and Agony of Soul, under aSenfe of theirSins, and Fears 
of the Wrath tocome. And while they have been deeply 
ftruck with the Malignity and Demerit, Numbers and Ag- 
gravations of their aé?ual Sins, as abominable to Gon, and 
deferving his endlefs Indignation ; They have been led deep 
into a View of their original Gurlt and Pollution ; and abas’d 
themfelves and repented in Duft and Afhes, when they have 
look’d to the Rock whence they were hewn, and to the Hole of the 
Pit, whence they were dig’d : But efpecially UndeliefinCuris tT 
and neglefing the great Salvation, have been the Chief of all 
their Sins, as crucifying the Lorp of Glory afre/h, and putting 
bim to an open Shame. And great have their Sorrows and 
melting their Complaints been upon this Account, looking 
to him wham they have pierced and mourning. To them under 
fuch Exercifes Crist Jesus has feem’d as the Chief among 
ten Thoufand, and altogether lovely ; and the compleat Salvation 
thro’ his atoning Blood and Righteoufnefs, and by his fanéti- 
fying Spirit as the ane Thing needful, and all the Defire of their 
Souls --- To fave not only from He/land/Vrath, but alfo from 
Sin 5 to purify their defil’d Natures, and juftify their guilty 
Souls ; to form them after the Image of Gop, as well as to 
advance them to the Priviledges ot his Children; and to 
make them pure and oly in all Manner of Converfation, and 
sacet for the heavenly Inheritance, as well as to raife them to 
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this blefs’d Hope, and receive them at laft into eternal Life, 
And how anxious have their Concerns been, ane panting their 
Supplications----** Lorp J believe, help mine Unbelief -- Lam 
se _— hearted and far from Righteou/ne/s, caufe me to incline 
mine Ear, give me an Heart to come unto thee, that 1 
may have Life, --- and make us a willing People, in the Day 
$* of thy Power. 

Sone have been very Ignorant under the fritAwakenings, 
and aficrwards thro’ the Blefiing of Gop have made a good 
Profic: acy in the Knowledge of Curist, and theMyfteries 
of hjs (sofpel : Such have been evidently taught of Gop, and 
jnitructed by the GREAT AposrLe and HiGH Prigst, who 
has Compaffion an the Ignorant, and bem that have gone out of 
the Way. 

Others thro’ the piercing Impreffions of their Sins, and 
fhocking Terrors of the divine Wrath fet in array againft 
them, and difturbing their Minds and difordering theirBodies, 
could not at firft, but afterwards have given very rational and 
diftin@Accounts of the Grounds and Methods of theirA wak- 
enings, fucl, as diftinguifh them from being the Refult of 
Mechanifm ox diabolical Influence ; who fince have been fet- 
tled in the Faith of pas and arriv’d at {trong Confolation. 
Nay, fome that cou’d not read, nor had been taught to read, 
being now in old Age ; that upon the fir/# Convittions, have 
applied to the Means of Inftruction, and with remarkable 
Succefs do grow in the Knowledge of CHRIsT, as they have 
come to the Faith of him. 

I have feen fome fill’d with all Foy and Peace in believing, 
and absunding in Hope thro’ the Power of the Hoy Guosr ; 
and when a/x’d a Reafon of the Hope this is within them, — 
been able to give it with Meekne/s and Fear, upon difting 
fcripture Characters. And rejoycing in Crrist Jesus, 
They have no Con/izence in the Flefh 5 and resoyce with Fear 
audTrembling, remembring that they are yet in the Body, difturb'd 
with indwelling Sin, and expos’d to manifold Temptations. 
Vo fuch the AZortification as well as the Pardon of Sin ; and 
Erightening of the divine Image, as well as the uplifting of 
the divine Favour upon thew Souls ; and Halime/s and Fey in 
the Hory Guosr, are the equally fure Sprin, 1s of their af- 
fgred Peace, and {trong Confolation. With fome of fuch 
I have fpoke at other Times, who after fuch bleiled Attain- 
ments, have funk into fpiritual Difpondencies, thro’ the 
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Hidings of the divine Favour, and the frefh Imprefions of 
the irGuilt : And while they have been readv to acknowledge 
the Juftice of theDifpenfation, & confefs & Jament their own 
Sins as the provoking Caufes of it 5 have fung both of Merey 
and Judgment, and come to this vood Affurance of Faith in 
Gop their Saviour, to tru/f in Bie tho” be {sould flay therm, to 
truff in the Name of the Lorp and fiay themfelves on there Gov, 
from whom comes all their ExpeBaticn, and in whom all their 
Salvation lies. 

I have feen fome youre Ones under deep and fharp Convie- 
tions of their fnful and g guilty State, which they have exprefs’d 
in very feeling and melting Language : and while they have 
been early feeking Wi/dom and her Ways, have found her and 
felt them to the ‘Pleafantne{s and Peace : ‘The Love of their 
E fpou/fals has been richly recompens’d with theCon/slations of 
Gon, which are nst {mail : and having firf? fought the King- 
dom of Gon, have felt it in their {weetExperience to be Righ- 
teoufnefs, and Peace, and ‘Foy in the Ho.y Guost : Out of 
the Mouths of Babes and Sucklings Gon has perfetted Praife to 
himfelf, to ill the Enemy and the Avenger. 

But not to enlarze on more Inftances, I fhall only men- 
tion this, which [ have all along obferved to the Honour of 
this Work: While fome have been awakened by reading 
the Scriptures or fome devotional Books ; others by private 
converfing with another ; others by a partieular Recolledti- 
on of Part of a Sermon heard, fome Time after ; others by 
being prefent at fome chriftian Fellowships for Prayer ; and 
many have had a great and ferious Concern hanging on their 
Minds for fome Time, before it has unavoidably broke forth 
into fome publick Profeffion: Yet in the Preaching of the 
Go/pel,the Arrows of Convifion have ftuck deep and fharp in 
the Hearts of the moft Part of them: And if Awakenings 
have not firft been produced by this Means, at leaft they have 
been encreafed, and carried on unto a found Converfion to 
Gop, and the Faith of Curist: This being the Power of 
Gow to every one that believes. 

Sir, I am glad to underftand from feveral good Hands, 
that theGooducts of their Lives, juftifies the Truth of their 
Profeffions : That tefides their punctual Attendance on, and 
ferious Application to the publickInftitutions of divine Wor- 
fhip, and their frequent and ftated Obfervance of chriftian 
ke! Nowthips, as they have Opportunity ; they likewife have 
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a fpecial Care of the Duties of fecret Devotion, and habitu- 
ally ftudy to have a Confcience void of Offence, both towatd: 
Gop and Man ; and denying all Ungodline/s and worldly Lufis, 
live foberly righteoufly,and godly in this prejent IVorla , making 
Confcience of obferving their ftational and relative Duties , 
and attending to both Tables of the divine Law. I pray 
they may ftill adorn the Do@rine of Gon their Saviour in all 
Things,and have a Conver ation becoming theGo/pel of Cr RIST ; 

being fill’d with all the Fruits of the Spirit, which are in all 
Goodne/s, Righteoufne/s and Truth ; and being fled{aft, and un- 
meveable, and always abounding therein to the End of their 
Lives ; to give a more fenfible and ftriking Teftimony to the 
Word of his Grace; convincing an infidel and thoughtlefs 
Generation, that there is a Hoty Guost attending this 
Gofpel, whence it is heard as the Voice of Gop, and not of 
Man, and becomes the Power and Wi/dom of Gow to the Sai- 
vation of thofe that believe ; and filencing the Clamours of o- 
thers, who rathly /peat Evil o ‘A the right Ways of the Lorn, 
and difown the ftately Steps of his Majefty in the Sanctuaries 
of our Zion. May the Lorp grant you many more Seals of 
your Miniftry ; that many may be your Crowns of Foy and Ri- 
joycing in the Day of his Coming ; and fpread this Cloud of 
the divine Influences far and wide, fo that from the utmo/l 
Ends of the Earth, Songs of Praiie may be beard, even Glory
